The good-natured Tribe pilot recently signed a 
five-year contract to manage the Indians, which he 
considers one of his biggest thrills in baseball. Dark 
had many thrills as a Major League shortstop for 
13 years, including three World Series appearances 
and being named Major League Rookie of the Year 
in 1948. He was also a member of the National 
League All-Star Team in 1951 and 1954. He man- 
aged the San Francisco Giants to a pennant in 1962. 


A tribute to Alvin’s genuine personality came last 
year when the Cleveland Baseball Writers unani- 
mously selected him as the recipient of their first 
Frank Gibbons Nice Guy Award. This award, made 
annually in honor of the late Press columnist, goes 
to the most cooperative Indian. 


Alvin played baseball, football and basketball 
at Louisiana State University, where he was named 
to the All-American team in football. When Alvin 
opposed the Indians in the 1954 World Series, the 
opposing shortstop was George Strickland — now 
one of his coaches. 


Alvin Dark’s lone hobby outside of baseball is 
golf. He can be found on a golf course, participating 
in various tournaments throughout the country, dur- 
ing the winter months. Once baseball begins, how- 
ever, he sets the clubs aside for another season.

STAN WILLIAMS 


Something went “‘pop”’! 


Suffering from a shoulder injury traced 
back to 1964, Stan was sent to Portland in 
1965 shortly after the Tribe obtained him from 
the New York Yankees. Plagued by the injury, 
Stan was warming up prior to a game when 
he suddenly felt something “pop” in his shoul- 
der. Ironically, everything fell in place from 
that time on. When he was summoned by the 
Indians the last week of July in 1967 he began 
turning in impressive performances. By the end 
of the year he was a valuable member of the 
staff. He repeated his fine showing last year 
as he ranked 11th in American League ERA 
with a fine 2.51 mark. 


He has the rare distinction of playing in 
two World Series, representing both leagues: 
with the National League Dodgers in 1959 
and the American League Yankees in 1963. 


Stan is married and has two children. His 
teammates call him “Big Daddy” because of his 
6’5” frame. Even over shadowing his two World 
Series performances, Stan regards his come 
back in 1967 as his biggest thrill. 


He *‘steals”’ for a living 


Thievery has brought him glory. And it all 
started when he played Little League ball in 
Los Angeles. It brought him glory later as a 
halfback on the Compton (California) Junior 
College football team. He was a 1963 Honor- 
able Mention on the Junior College All-Ameri- 
can Team. 


Prior to joining the Indians last season, 
Dave led every league in which he played in 
stolen bases. It’s no wonder that Nelson finds 
himself in the Major Leagues. 


Dave's hobby is collecting articles on ath- 
letes from magazines and newspapers. And 
he loves children. Dave was a frequent visitor 
to children’s wards in Cleveland hospitals last 
summer — often coming unannounced and un- 
publicized, pockets loaded with bubble gum 
and candy. That's a Major Leaguer. 


LUIS TIANT 


Like father like son 


Wherever the Indians’ ace righthander is 
found these days, it’s almost certain little Luis 
the III will be right behind him — emulating his 
dad’s movements both on and off the mound. 
Pitcher Tiant is dedicated to his family. What 
little time Tiant has, he spends playing base- 
ball with his son, golfing, fishing and hunting. 
Luis now makes his home in Mexico City after 
fleeing his native land. 


His father, Luis Sr., was a star southpaw 
hurler in Cuba from 1931 thru 1950. He also 


pitched for the New York Cubans in the Negro 
American League, where he won 15 consecu- 
tive games in 1946-47. 


Tiant’s biggest thrill in baseball, before 
whiffing 19 Minnesota hitters last year in a 10 
inning 1-0 victory, was his first Major League 
game. He was called from Portland mid-way 
through the 1964 season to face the powerful 
Yankees in New York. The hard-throwing 
rookie responded with a neat four-hitter in 
beating the Yanks, 3-0.

This newly acquired Indian infielder has a keen ear for classical music. He claims listen- 
ing to opera music ranks at the very top of his list of hobbies. Even ahead of his bowling 
and golf bents. 

His biggest thrill in baseball was being named Most Valuable Player in the American 
League in 1965. That same year, Zoilo was a big reason for Minnesota’s winning its first 
pennant. He played in two All-Star Games, 1963 and 1965, and received the Rawlings 
Gold Glove Award as the league's best fielding shortstop those two years. He is married 
and has four children. 


MAX ALVIS 


Did you know he pitched? 
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Looking younger than ever the Indians 
third baseman reported to Tucson with the 
enthusiasm of a rookie. A respected leader, 
the aggressive Max Alvis has been the Indians’ 
Player Representative since 1965. He made a 
remarkable come back during the 1964 season 
when an attack of spinal meningitis threatened 
to curtail his career. But he made a gallant 
battle of it and spent only five weeks on the 
Disabled List before working his way back 
into the lineup. 


Max played halfback on the 1958 Univer- 
sity of Texas football team which played in 
the Sugar Bowl. Another highlight of his col- 
legiate career was his .403 batting average 
as he sparked the Longhorns to the 1958 
Southwestern Conference baseball title. An 
incident which Max recalls took place during 
his first professional season at Selma when he 
was summoned to a relief role on the mound. 
He pitched one inning and holds a career ERA 
of 0.00. 


Max is married and has two sons. When he’s 
not playing ball or “father,” he likes to play 
bridge, golf or go hunting. 


LEE MAYE 


Swinging for the Indians and ABC-Paramount 


Baseball nearly lost one of its better hitters 
to a musical group known as The Platters, 
which included a talented singer named Lee 
Maye. He left the group in favor of baseball, 
but continued singing on his own. 


His baseball and music have teamed well 
together. He is currently under contract with 
ABC-Paramount Records. One of his records 
sold over a half-million copies. He fills numer- 
ous singing engagements during the winter 
throughout the country. 


Lee’s hobby, naturally, is collecting old 
music books and song writings. One of Maye’s 
big thrills before turning professional was be- 
ing named to the 1954 All-Los Angeles Base- 
ball Team. He had a fine 1968 season finishing 
with a .281 average. 


JOE AZCUE 


How can you hit the ball once 
and make three outs? 


Joe Azcue’s most unusual baseball experi- 
ence, after 13 years of professional ball, 
came last year against Washington at the 
Stadium when he hit into baseball’s first un- 
assisted triple play since 1927. With Indian 
runners on first and second base, Joe lined a 
bullet to shortstop Ron Hansen. The runners 
were moving. Hansen tagged second and then 
the runner coming into the bag for the triple kill. 


Among Joe’s athletic accomplishments in 
his native land of Cuba was an ability to play 
the game of soccer. He enjoys music, swim- 
ming and fishing as his hobbies. He is married 
and has two daughters. Joe's biggest baseball 
thrill came on June 10, 1966, at the Stadium 
when he caught Sonny Siebert’s no-hitter 
against Washington. 


During the winter months Joe works in the 
billing department of Sears in Overland Park, 
Kansas. Ironically, his first professional con- 
tract was signed with the Cincinnati Reds in 
1956 when Indians President and General 
Manager Gabe Paul was then General Man- 
ager of the Reds. 


JOSE CARDENAL 


Prunes provide the punch 


Jose Cardenal hails from a baseball family. 
His cousin, Dagoberto (Campy) Campaneris, 
plays shortstop for Oakland. An older brother, 
Pedro, played professional baseball from 1953 
thru 1964. 


The diminutive outfielder broke into pro- 
fessional baseball in the San Francisco Giants 
chain, where Alvin Dark was pilot of the par- 
ent club. It was Dark who tagged Cardenal 
with the nickname of “Junior” for his similarity 
in appearance to Orlando Cepeda. 


Cardenal continues to amaze experts with 
plenty of power packed into his five-feet, ten- 
inch and 151 pound frame. He claims that 
strength comes from eating prunes. And Jose 
is just a little superstitious. He wears his “lucky” 
ties — big, wide, colorful ones. He claims they 
help. 


Jose's hobbies are sports cars and movies. 
His 40 stolen bases last year were 12 shy of 
the club record held by Ray Chapman who 
swiped 52 bases in 1917. 


Three letter man: pitcher, student, gunsmith 


Everyone is aware of Sam's ability to pitch 
a baseball, but not as widely heralded is the 
fact that he also starred in football, track and 
basketball at Central Catholic High School in 
Pittsburgh. 

Sam's father, Tommy McDowell, was a star 
quarterback for the University of Pittsburgh in 
the 30’s. A big moment in Sam’s high school 
career came when he pitched his team to the 
State Championship, and won the game 
himself with a home run. In the 1959 Colt 
League World Series in Los Angeles he pitched 


a pair of no-hitters and a one-hitter. Sam 
McDowell says his most unusual baseball ex- 
perience was, “My first big league game 
against Washington in 1961. | had a shutout 
in the seventh inning and then broke two ribs 
just throwing too hard.” 


Operating a billiard room and a pizza 
parlor chain led Sam to enroll in a business 
course at the University of Pittsburgh last win- 
ter. He is also an accomplished gunsmith and 
enjoys hunting and golfing as hobbies. 


LARRY BROWN 


Professional in more ways than one 


It started out as just a lot of fun, singing 
and strumming along with Country Western 
tunes. Larry realized he had some musical 
talent, but he didn’t take the musical accolades 
bestowed upon him seriously. Then curiosity 
got the best of him. Larry cut a demonstration 
tape last year. It proved successful and he 
spent last winter singing professionally. 


The younger brother of former Tribe 
catcher Dick Brown, he almost saw his career 
come to an abrupt end on May 4, 1966, in a 
collision with outfielder Leon Wagner in New 


York. Six weeks later, though, he was back 
working out with the team and subsequently 
found himself in the lineup once again. 


Now that singing and guitar playing are 
no longer a hobby but a profession for him, 
Larry has only a minimum time for his other 
hobbies — surfing, golf and fishing. 


Steve Hargan’s hobby is sports. He lettered 
Tih football, basketball, track and cross coun- 
= * try at South Side High School in Ft. Wayne, 
Indiana. He paced his school’s basketball team 
Posthe city championship during his senior year.

RUSS SNYDER 


In record book — twice 


Russ Snyder classifies the winning of the 
1966 pennant and World Series as his biggest 
thrill in sports. Russ was an outfielder for the 
Baitimore Orioles at the time. 


Hunting and trapping are his hobbies out- 
side of baseball. His most frustrating experi- 
ence had to be the 1964 campaign when he 


broke an ankle and missed nearly four months. 


On April 29, 1962, Russ tied a major 
league record with two pinch-hits (single and 


homer) in one inning. His name can also be 
found in another section of the record books. 
In 1965, he tied a major league record for 
highest fielding percentage by an outfielder 
in 100 or more games (1,000). 


SONNY SIEBERT 


Batted .400 in 1958 


Sonny Siebert was actually signed to a 
professional contract in 1958 as a first base- 
man-outfielder off the campus of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri, where he also starred on the 
basketball team. 


He batted .400 in the 1958 College World 
Series and was named first baseman on the 
NCAA College All American Third Team. He 
displayed power as a hitter and an excep- 
tionally strong throwing arm, which was first 
tested in his rookie pro season at Batavia, N. Y. 


Siebert hurled two scoreless innings with- 
out issuing a hit as the successful experiment 
led to his conversion to full-time mound duty 
with Burlington in 1960. 


Highlighting Sonny’s pitching career was 
a no-hit, no-run performance against Washing- 
ton on June 10, 1966 at the Stadium. Repre- 
senting the American League in the 1966 AIll- 
Star Game was another of his unforgettable 
experiences in baseball. 


For relaxation, Sonny prefers bowling, 
golf, art and writing. 


DUKE SIMS 


B.MLLT. * 


Versatility has become Duke Sims’ forte, 
both on and off the field. A year-round resi- 
dent of Cleveland, Duke works as a sales 
representative for a manufacturer of stereo 
equipment for automobiles. He added another 
activity to his busy schedule last winter as he 
co-hosted a television sports program on 
WUAB-TV. 


Duke also spent the off-season working 
out religiously at a local YMCA, where he 
played paddleball and ran the track. He had 
a distinguished amateur career in all sports in 
his home town of Pocatello, Idaho. 


A back injury in 1965 threatened to halt a 
promising career, but Duke responded to 
therapy and is now considered a valuable 
member of the Indians. 


His hobby is movies. Proudly displayed in 
his Cleveland east side apartment is the Rawl- 
ings Silver Glove Trophy for the highest field- 
ing average by a catcher in the minor leagues 
of 1964. The 1968 season saw him playing 
first base and the outfield for the first time in 
his professional career. On top of that, he 
played them well.

The young opposing south- 
paw, Mike Paul, was so impressive that he was even- 
tually drafted by the Tribe. 


Mike also pitched for the University of Arizona 
and hurled the Cougars to the College World Series 
in 1966. Before enrolling at Arizona, Mike pitched 
for Cerritos Jr. College in Norwalk, Cal., where he 
was named 1965 Conference Player of the Year. 


His most interesting baseball experience came 
“facing Willie Mays and Mickey Mantle for the 
first time.” 


Mike plans to teach school during the off season. 
He enjoys horseback riding, swimming and read- 
ing books. 


Ogden, Albuquerque, Cleveland! 


A graduate of Midwest High School in Okla- 
homa, Larry Burchart went to Oklahoma State Uni- 
versity — where he had a part in winning the 1966 
and 1967 Big 8 Conference and NCAA District cham- 
pionships. He has been in organized baseball for 
only two seasons prior to moving up to the Majors. 


Larry recalls playing in the 1966 and 1967 Col- 
lege World Series.

Pitched his West Point sandlot club to second 
place in the 1966 National Baseball Congress Tour- 
nament in Wichita, winning half of the team’s tour- 
nament games.

Romo would have to consider his comeback with the 
Indians as a most satisfying experience. 

Vincente Romo enjoys a game of billiards as a 
form of relaxation and entertainment.

Ever since he can 
remember he has had a deep interest in automo- 
biles, which is why he enjoys his work as a mechanic 
during the off season. 


RAY FOSSE 


“The Majors are impressive”

Ray Fosse had a distinguished sports career 
even before he signed a contract with the Cleve- 
land organization.

One season which will always stand out in 
Ray's mind was 1967, while playing for Portland.

HORACIO PINA 


A 1.74 in 1968 


Pina was an outstanding high school soccer 
player in his native Mexico and later served a 
term in the Mexican Army. 


When Horacio Pina arrived in Cleveland last 
season, the only words in English he knew were 
“Sock it to me.”

1889—SPIDERS (The 1889 Cleveland club was comprised 
of many tall and skinny players so management de- 
cided to accent their features and change the name to 
Spiders.) 


1900—BLUES (Symbolizing the bright blue uniforms 
worn by the 1900 team.) 


1902—BLUEBIRDS (An informal name applied which 
stemmed from Blues.) 


1902—BRONCHOS (The 1902 Cleveland players didn’t 
like the name Bluebirds and were looking for a more 
forceful nickname before voting for Bronchos.) 


1908—NAPS (Discarded blue uniforms as a local daily 
newspaper sponsored a contest and Naps was selected 
in honor of Napoleon LaJoie.) 


1915—INDIANS (A local daily newspaper ran a contest 
and the name Indians was suggested by a fan who 
said he was doing it in honor of an Indian player 
named Luis Francis Sockalexis, who was known as 
the Chief. He was born in Old Towne, Maine in 1873 
and played three seasons in a Cleveland uniform. In 
1897, he hit .831, which was his best in the three 
seasons. The Chief died in 1913.) 


BASEBALL TARPAULIN at the Stadium is a 170-foot 
nylon square, weighs 2,500 pounds dry and 3,500 pounds 
when wet- 

FASTEST COVERAGE of the infield by the 20-man 
ground crew is 1'% minutes. 

TOTAL FIELD AREA at the Stadium covers 183,000 
square feet, some 3% acres. 

SIX TONS of fertilizer is needed to keep the grass green 
each year. 

THE STADIUM’S HEIGHT of 115-feet is equivalent to 
an 11-story building. 

BABE RUTH, who played at the Stadium a number of 
times in 1932 and 1938, never homered at the Stadium. 

LONGEST BALL hit in the Stadium, it has been deter- 
mined, was by Indian first baseman Luke Easter on 
June 23, 1950. The ball landed in the upper deck, See- 
tion 4 in right field—a total of 477 feet from home 
plate. A chair was painted blue to mark the spot where 
the ball was hit. Mickey Mantle, Frank Howard and 
Rocky Colavito have hit balls that bounced near the 
bleacher wall in left-center field, some 465 feet from 
home plate. 

THE CENTERFIELD SCOREBOARD at the Stadium is 
controlled by a total of 5,580 buttons—2,580 for the 
FAN-A-GRAM, 2,000 for scores and 900 for the bat- 
ting order. 

STADIUM LIGHTING is comprised of 920 metallic halide 
lamps and fixtures, installed in 1967, and produces 
in excess of 1,000,000 peak-beam candle power in ad- 
dition to 398 1,500-watt incandescent units from the 
old system. Total light output from the Stadium light- 
ing system is equal to the light output from 54,857 
100-watt household bulbs. 


DID YOU KNOW THIS? .. . 


The 1.60 ERA posted by Luis Tiant last 
season was the American League’s lowest 
ERA since Walter Johnson’s 1-49 in 1919. 
Tiant’s nine shutouts in 1968 was tops in 


the league.
